St. Paul Minn., Jan. 11—According 


to railroad officials, North Dakota is 
now experiencing one of the heaviest 
snowstorms in history. Never have 
trains had such difficulty in getting 
through the state. The snow banks 
in some places are so high that some 
trains are completely snowed over 
and trains are from twenty-four hours 
to two days late. One train, No. 2,

Snow By-Law to be Enforced,

It was a poem 
of Nature—this moy-fasbow, and one 
ate it recalling the haunting melody 
of an old Japanese song that runs 
somewhat like this: “Dark on the 
jace of a low full moon, Swayeth a 
tall bamboo... ” 

Sourse after course came in in 
creasing elegance, antil we began to 
recall tales of 16-course banquets and 
remembering, grow afraid, But our 
host had anticipated this and limited 
the courses to six.

The general character of Mr. Peter- 
son’s remarks may be gaghered from 
his opening paragraph; “It is rea-

**3,000,000 acres, irrigated and non- 
“trrigable lands, will be divided into 
“at least 15,000 farms, suetaining 51x 
“individuals each; including hired

As indicated by the heading the 
opinion of the Herald as to the public 
benefits of the enterprise appears to 
comcide with that of the general 
manager of the company, As further 
proof of its conviction the Herald edi- 
torially pats the Canad an Pacific Ir- 
rigation Colonization Company ap- 
provingly on the back and in the 
course of a column of black letter fau- 
dations says among other things :— 

“It will be aeen from his remarks, 
and the magnitude of the intentions 
and actual operations of his company, 
that his organization is no two by 
four proposition, but one of the great- 
eat advertising and development fac- 
tora iv existence in the west, if not 
on the entire continent, 

“The success of this company in its 
project for the settlement of an im- 
mense area of country clearly means 
the development of Calgary's business 
and industrial enterprises. The thou 
sands who will be induced to come to 
this section of country by the methods 
of the compavy during the next lew 
years, and their settlement on these 
lends, will tremendously extend this 


city’s operations and growth. 

“Mr. Peterson points out that the 
company must use every endeavor to 
influence new industries in the direc- 
tion of Calgary in order to secure 
more ample matkets for the settlers 
placed on its lands. 

“Another point of interest which 
Mr. Peterson touched upon is that 
the company was responsible for the 
increase of the value of lands through- 
out the district.” 

All this of course is legitimate— 
both that the general manager of the 
company should ciaim that the set- 
tlement of the land will benefit Cal- 
gary and that the Herald should sup- 
port his opinions and rejoice in the 
prospect, But in the jubilation over 
the prospects -{ Calgary through the 
operations of the Canadian Pacific 
Irrigation Colonization Company the 
Herald forgets that it has a record in 
the discussion of irrigation pro- 
jects.

CALGARY. 


Calgary Albertan: At th? meeting of 
the council on Monday night, Ald. Mil- 
chell will ask that a committee te ap- 
pointed to enquire into the cost of in- 
stalling an independent telephone sys- 
tem into Calgary and to report to th2 
council on the wisdom of the sam».
